The witness 
said 
while the iury was out of the court- 
room and attorneys Were arguing 
that Walton added: "I understand 
you want to talk to me." That por-

King's health were highly optim- 
istic. 
Both the radio station and the 
news agency instituted an investi- 
gation,, but ran up against a 
blank wall when the 
telephone 
company was unable to trace the 
call.

He saw her pain Increase and 
when last May he was told there 
was no hope he shot his mother, 
alter kissing her, and then shot 
himself. 


He was taken to a hospital and 
revived. Hia first words were: 
"My mother is dead" 
When he was answered in the af- 
firmative, he /said: "Now she suf- 
fers no longer. I do not care what 
you do to me."

Until a combination of anti- 
Smith Democrats and Republicans 
threw the state into the Republi- 
can column just a year ago. politi- 
cal contests there were decided in 
the Democratic 
primary. 
Conse- 
quently this is the first real gen- 
eral election fight for state offi- 
cers within several generations. 
The vote tomorrow is expected 
to furnish an indication of wheth- 
er Virginia is to be counted as still 


a safe Democratic state or Is to 
join the array of doubtful com- 
monwealths.

FARMERS ABOUT UP 


WITH CROP WORK 


WILLS POINT, Nov. 4.—(Spl).— 


It is doubtful if the first of Nov- 
ember ever found the farmers in 
this section as near idle as it has I 
this year. Over 98 per cent of thei| 
cotton has been picked and ginned 
and all corn is gathered. 
Tho sweet potato crop is about 


75 per cent housed and work 
is 
continuing on that and a few peo- 
ple are employed with the ribbon 
cane crop. The rain has not been 
heavy enough for fall plowing and 
but little fall grain will' be sown. 


While* the cotton has been gin- 
ned unusually large portion of it Is 
still in the hands of the farmers. 
It is estimated that near 40 pel- 
cent remains unsold, and much of 
it is still on the farm in bales. 
Plans for next year's crop 
are 
taking shape with a move for con- 
siderable change in plans. It Is un- 
derstood that short staple cotton, 
that Is less than one-inch, will be 
abandoned and a better grade of 
seed planted. 
The market 
this 
year for the shorter staples 
has 
been very unsatisfactory. 
A move is on to plant a large 
acreage In tomatoes. 
The plan 
calls for a large number of farm- 
ers with small patches. The land 
here is the same as other counties 
that ship tomatoes and the comple- 
tion of the system of roads 
will 
make marketing convenient either 
at the shipping 
points here or 
trucking to the larger cities. 
Many farmers with small acre- 


age plan to take advantage of the 
good roads -to market and plant 
their farms largely in small truck 
and fruits- The roads have hereto- 
fore hindered a program of 
this 


kind.

STATE TAKES HAND 
IN PROBE SITUATION 
ABOUT SAN ANTONIO 


SAN ANTONIO, Nov. 1. 


(AP)—Here to investigate 
alleged state-wide ramifica- 
tions of a gang of liquor 
racketeers supposd to have 
killed Prohibition 
Officer 


Charles Stevens, Galloway 
Calhoun, assistant attorney 
general, had before him today a 
grand jury report charging that 
law enforcement officials in many 
caaes had tolerated law breaking. 
The report found the forces of 
crime were better organized than 
those of law enforcement and that 
many officers were offering crim- 
inals "friendship, 
assistance and 
protection." 


In one caae, the report Bald, an. 


officer owned land upon 
which 
Lynn Stephens, charged in Stcy* 
en's assassination, operated a still. 
The same officer, the report said, 
lived in a house owned by Steph- 
ens, visited Stephens home and his 
bootlegging headquarters on one of 
the principal streets. Another of- 
ficer, the state 
charged, owned 
property used for the storage of 
liquor.

The grand jury reported it not 
return Indictments 
in many in- 


stances where the "friendship, as-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—(.IV- 
J. A. Arnold, vice-president 
and 
general manager of the Southern 
Tariff association, testified before 
the senate lobby committee today 
that the organization had suggested 
that "men be sent to congress" to 
vote for a protective tariff. 


Under questioning, Arnold said 
this was the only way to obtain pro- 
tection. 


"Do you help elect or try to elect 
congressmen in any districts"? ask- 
ed Senator Walsh, democrat. 


"I can't say he have," the wit- 
ness' answered. 


Arnold testified members of the 
tariff association had discussed the 
pending tariff bill with some sena- 


"What did you do?" 
"I spoke to the Florida senators 
and wo presented a memorial to 
Senator Watson of Indiana 
(the 
senate republican leader)" he re- 
plied, adding a committee of which 
he was a member talked with Sen- 
ators Connally of Texas, Black of 
Alabama and Harris of Georgia, all 
democrats. 


Letters About Garner. 
Walsh produced a letter written' 


to- Brown of San Benlto, Texas, by 
Arnold October 0 which referred 
to /'whispering friends," 


"Who 
was referred to?" 
Walsh 


inquired- 
"I suppose it referred to Con- 


gressman Garner of Texas,1' Arnold 
said. 


Garner is house democratic lead- 
er. 


Another letter read by Walsh 
written by White to Arnold refer- 
red "to our friend, whispering John- 
ny" -which Aronld said also referred 
to Garner. 


Walsh read again from White's 
letter which said he was glad C. C. 
Belcher of Del Rio, Texas, was 
running for congress.

Thepowerful coalition of democrats 
and western independent ropubli- 
cgTne of the senate today was align- 
ejl with republican regulars on the 
question of expediting tariff rcvis- 
i<jn but vigorously reaffirmed its 
determination to write the type of 
bill it -wishes. 
Spurred by the expressed desire 


of President 
Hoover, 
republican 
leaders, meanwhile, strove to ef- 
ftfbt some means of bringing the 


hill to a final vote nt the carlieSl 
poswibln tl.'ttc. 


Senator Borah. Tdaho. and Nor- 


ris. Nebraska, republican independ- 
ent leaders, and Harrison, Missis- 
sippi, and Walsh of Montana, dem- 
ocratic chieftains, had given assur- 
ances they were entirely willing to 


j hasten the disposition of the bill, 
hut warned at the same time they 
would insist upon "ample" discus- 
sion on many items\ 
"The appeal of President Hoover 
and Senator Watson, Indiana, ad- 
ministration leader, for completion 
of the bill during'the special ses- 
sion precipitated conflicting expres- 
sions. 


Senator 
Reed. 
Pennsylvania, 


strongly Identified with the repub- 
lican regulars, reaffirmed his be- 
lief the bill would die In confer* 
encc. 


President Hoover's reiterated de- 


sire for a continuation of the flex- 
ible clauses of the present law with 
power vested in the presidency to 
change, rates, drew the immediate 
fire of Jouett Shouse. chairman of 
the national executive committee of 
the democratic party. 


Shouse said it was "regrettable 


that the president's only contribu- 
tion to the solution.of the tariff 
problem is another plea for that 
part of the flexible tariff provis- 
ion which gives him authority to 
alter rates." 


He asserted Hooover'a "eminent- 


ly desirable solution" In completing 
the bill by the end of the special 
session "could probably have been 
accomplished had the president In- 
dicated what sort of a tariff bill 
he wanted." 


Concluding, 
he 
declared "the 


president can have his desire to 
have a hill go to conference with- 
in the next two weeks if he will 
be frank even at this late day, as- 
suming always he still means what 
he said in his opening message to 
congress." 


The senate today was absorbed 


in consideration of the rates of 
the second schedule, having pass- 
ed over remaining items of sche- 
dule ont inasmuch as Senator La.- 
Follette, 
republican, 
Wisconsin, 


who wished to speak on them could 
not be present.
